| ABOUT BOLSHEVIKI 
AND PEACE PARLEYS 


Petrograd, January 29.—lLeon Trotz- 
ky, the Bolshevik foreign minister, and 
M. Kameneff, left Petrograd yesterday 
for Brest-Litovsk to resume the peace 
negotiations with the central powers. 
The congress of the councils of work- 
men’s and soldiers’ delegates, while de- 
ploring the imperialistic tenor of the 
German peace terms, approved all the 
actions of the Russian de’egation and 
charged the government to continue 
the negotiations. ' 

The congress adopted a resolution to 
this effect after the minority, made up 
of maximalists and social revolution- 
ists of the right, had sought vainly to 
persuade the adoption of a policy flat- 
ly against a separate peace. During 
the debate Foreign Minister Trotzky 
declared he could not give a guarantee 
that he would not sign a separate peace 
saying: bs 

“To call a-.separate peace a disgtace 
is blasphemy in the sight of blood-Cov- 
ered Europe.” 

Foreign Minister Trotzky, addressing 
the congress of councils of workmen's 
and soldiers’ delegates on the question 
of peace, declared that the Germans had 
masked their real intentions with fine 
words, but were in reality demanding 
all they could get. 

“They thought Russia needed peace 
at any price,” Trotzky said. “They were 
mistaken. This is not the position of 
the workmen’s and soldiers’ xOvern- 
ment.

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may operate, if they wish, but they 
are permitted to burn only such 
fuel as is necessary to produce heat 
sufficient to prevent damage from 
freezing or serious injury to prod- 


uct. 

“While the fuel 
has no authority to prevent the 
use of hydro-electric power, it 
urges all manufacturers using this 
power to conform, as a matter of 
patriotism, as closely as possible to 
the rulings covering power derived 
from fuel.

President Robert F. Maddox, of the 
Atlanta National bank, has just re- 
turned from a meeting of the admin- 
istrative board of the American Bank- 
ers’ association held in New York, 
' where arrangements were made for the 
| next annual convention of the associa- 
tion to be held in Chicago in Septem- 
ber. Elaborate preparations are being 
‘made to take care of the bankers when 
they gather in the Windy City. 

The trust company section of the 


' association, whose annual dinner is 


‘usually one of the most important fi- 


; nancial meetings in the country, de- 
i cided to abandon it this year on ac- 
count of difficulties in railroad trans- 


| portation and the general conservation 
movement. 

“The American Bankers’ association,” 
said Mr. Maddox, “has devoted a large 
part of its effort to co-operating with 
the government in its flotation of war 
bonds and war savings certificates. 
The secretary of the savings bank sec- 
tion and the secretary of the national 
bank section have been in Washington 
for the last two months, the association 
paying all their expenses; and they 
have done excellent work in co-operat- 
ing with Mr. Vanderlip in the distribu- 
tion of the war savings certificates. 

“The question of. the next govern- 
ment bond issue was being discussed 
in New York, but as the secretary of 
the treasury had given out no definite 
information, it was impossible to tell 
what would be the rate. It was sug-

It was 
thought this would be accomplished by 
issuing aboyt six or seven billions of 
bonds, and taking care of the remain- 
der by war savings certificates and 
treasury certificates. The secretary 
has just sold $400,009,000 treasury cer- 
tificates, pawable April 22, and as these 
are to be redeemed from the proceeds 
of bonds, it was thought the bond is- 
sue would be launched about March 1. 

“The people have responded liberally 
and patriotically to the call of the gov- 
ernment for subscription to the last 
bond issues, and have absorbed a very 
large part of these issues, so that com- 
paratively few of the bonds are now 
held by banks. 

“The general financial condition of 
the country was thought to be excel- 
lent, and the continued enormous ex- 
penditures by the government during 
the coming year, it was believed, 
would stimulate all lines of endeavor. 
The south was believed to be the most 
i prosperous section of the country at 
this time, owing to high prices of her 
farm products. The large increase in 
deposits in the southern banks has at- 
tracted much attention.”

When, however, it goes beyond that it is 
neither necessary nor just. 

A unique feature presented itself in this 
connection in this part of the country last 
Monday. Throughout: most of that day the 
temperature ranged around 65 degrees Fanhr. 
Not only was artificial heat unnecessary in 
offices and stores of Atlanta, but windows 
and doors in most of the places of business 
exempted from the closing order were kept 
open for the greater part of the day. 

This condition being true of Atlanta and 
the northern part of Georgia, it was, of 
course, accentuated proportionately farther 
south. 

Yet there was an arbitrary ruling that 
every manufacturing enterprise in Georgia, 
save the few classes exempted, had to close 
its doors and keep them closed ‘throughout 
the day, silence its machinery and throw 
thousands of employees out of work for the 
day, for the alleged purpose of saving fuel, 
when every one of them which operates by 
hydro-electric power could have continued 
businéss without the use of a pound of coal 
to maintain a comfortable and healthful de- 
gree of temperature. The same is true of 
hundreds of stores and offices, which had to 
remain closed, while their usual occupants 
spent the balmy day in enforced idleness. 

The fuel administration authorities are 
quoted as having stated that “they do not 
believe it possible for mills to operate and 
not burn more coal than is necessary for 
the prevention of freezing.”’ : 

If the authorities are correct in this as- 
sumption, then they were right and fully 
justified in shutting down all of the indus- 
tries that were closed in obedience to its 
orders. But that they were not correct is 
proven by the fact that every mill and every 
place of business that was permitted to stay 
open did so, and operated throughout the 
day, without the necessity of using coal to 
maintain a comfortable temperature. 

The experience of the day showed that 
the people are ready to “go the limit” to help 
the government—that they are ready to do 
anything, give anything, make any sacrifice 
that may be asked of them by the govern- 
ment—to assist in the prosecution of the war 
to a successful and speedy end; that when 
Uncle Sam speaks they are to be found 
standing at “attention,” ready to obey any 
command, whatever it might be' 

The evidence of that spirit makes it al) 
the more necessary that every order that is 
issued should be reasonable and just. 

Such wholé-hearted willingness to help 
and to serve ought to be rewarded at least 
to the extent of the application 6f thought 
and reason in the calls that are made 
upon it! 

While this part of the country was com- 
fortably warm without fires last Monday a 
blizzard raged in the north and northeast.

THE BUDGET SYSTEM. 


“Suppose you got on a train,” suggests 
the El Paso Taxpayers’ association bulletin, 
“and asked the conductor: ‘Where is this 
train going?’ 

“Then, suppose the conductor said; 


“"] don’t Know! We may go to Los 
Angeles, or perhaps to Dallas. Or, 
maybe we can levy an assessment on 
the passengers, oo: sell some bonds, 
and in that case we'll go tro Jenver: 
But don’t you worry about it. You 
sit down, and pay me your fare, and 
when I find out where we are going 
I'll come back and tell you.’”’ 

The “point” aimed at is that ipe tax- 
payers of a city or a state or a natidef with- 
out a definite, thoughtfully-prepared work- 
ing program is in: precisely the same posi- 
tion as the man on the train. 

In other words, the only intelligent, eco- 
nomical, serviceable system under which a 
political or any other kind of a corporation 
can be run is the budget system—a system 
whereby the amount of money required to 
run the government is first ascertained, then 
the schedule of expenditures made to con 
form thereto. | 

President Wilson, in his message to con- 
gress in December, declared that wholesale 
and needless waste of money, time, men, and 
of winning possibilities, will be unavoidable 
under a continuance of existing methods of 
reviewing estimates and preparing appropri- 
ation bills. That is to say, he advocated the 
creating of a central revenue committee of 
the house—a budget committee—to originate 
all appropriation measures. 

Senator Kenyon, on January 9, intro- 
duced a resolution providing for the creating 
of a commission to report a plan for the 
adoption of a national budget system, in 
which these declarations are outstanding — 


Under our present methods of legis- 
lative procedure the responsibility for 
the expenditures of the government is 
scattered amongst a number of stand- 
ing committees in the two houses of 
congress, which work independently of 
each other and of the executive gov- 
ernment in providing funds: and, it 
is possible for private members on the 
floors of the two houses to offer 
amendments at will increasing the 
items of expenditure provided in the 
respective appropriation bills beyond 
the ‘amounts requested by the execu- 
tive; and under this procedure the evil 
practice, known as “log-rolling”’ and 
“pork-barrel” methods, have grown up 
and flourished; and under this system 
there is no possibility of a government 
business program, or of a financial 
policy, or of a co-ordination of ex- 
penditures with revenues. 


Each of the major political parties in its 
1916 platform pledged itself to a reform of 
existing methods, declaring that wholesale 
waste of public funds and opportunity and 
‘wholesale incompetence in governmental de- 
partments are inevitable without central 
preparation of appropriation bills. 

The democrats in congress now have an 
opportunity to redeem their party’s pledge 
by enacting the proposal introduced by Sen- 
ator Kenyon, a republican. 

By doing that congress would be taking 
a more advanced step toward putting the 
business of the government upon a sane, 
businesslike basis than has ever been taken.

At the training depot it does not take long 
to find out a man’s character, and Lloyd was 
promptly dubbed “Windy.” In the English’ 
army “windy” means cowardly. 

The smallest recruit in the barracks 
looked on him with contempt, and was not 
slow to show it in many ways. 

Lloyd was a good soldier, learned quick- 
ly, obeyed every order promptly, never 
groused at the hardest fatigues. He was 
afraid to. He lived in deadly fear of the 
officers and “Non-Coms” over him. They 
also despised him. 

One morning about three months after 
his enlistment, Lioyd's company was pa- 
raded and the names picked for the next 
draft to France were read. When his name 
was called, he did not step out smartly, two 
Paces to the front, and answer cheerfully, 
“Here, sir,’ as the others did. He just 
fainted in ranks and was carried to Dar- 
racks amid the sneers of the rest. 

That night was an agony of mfisery to 
him. He could not sleep. Just cried and 
whimpered in his bunk, because on the mor- 
row the draft was to sail for France, where 
he would see death on all sides, and per- 
haps be killed himself. On the steamer, 
crossing the channel, he would have jumped 
overboard to escape, but was afraid of 
drowning. 

Arriving in France, he and the rest were 
huddled into cattle cars. Om the side of 
each appeared in white letters, “Chevaux 5%, 
Hommes 40." After hours of bumping over 
the uneven French roadbeds they arrived 
at the training base of Rouen. 

At this place they, were put through a 
week's rigid training in trench warfare, On 
the morning of the eighth day they paraded 
at 10 o'clock and were inspected and passed 
by General H , then were marched to the 
quartermaster’s to draw their gas helmets 
and trench equipment. 

At 4 in the afternoon they were again 
hustled into cattle cars. This time the 
journey lasted two days. They disembarked 
at the town of Frevent, and could hear a 
distant dull booming. With knees shaking, 
Lloyd asked the sergeant what the noise was 
and nearly dropped when the sergeant re- 
plied in a somewhat bored tone: 

“Oh, them'a the guns up the line. 
be up there in a couple o’ days or so. Don't 
worry, my laddie, you'll see more of ‘em 
than you want before you get ‘ome to 
Blighty again, that is, if you're lucky enough 
to get back. Now lend a hand there unload- 
in’ them cars, and quit that  everlastin’ 
shakin’.

One statément has been recently issued 


by a northern organization, that the price 
of spot cotton has advanced 500 per cent 
since the fall and winter of 1914. We. 

This statement over shoots the proven 
facts by at least 100 per cent. It must be 
further Borne in mind that the price received 
for a very large proportion of the 1914 crop 
by the pnoducers was fully 100 per cent less 
than the “cost of production at that time, as 
based upon estimates made by experts of 
the federal government. — 

Out of the sixteen million bales produced 
in 1914, miilions of bales were thrown on 
the markets and sacrificed at 6 cents per 
pound entailing a net loss of several hundr 
million gollars by the growers. , 

Federal financial aid was implored at 
that time, but none was given until after the 
crop had practically passed out of the h 
of the growers. 

The average price of cotton seed in 1914 
was a little less than $18 per ton, or 27 cents 
per bushel. 

Later Prices for Crop. 

The cotton crop of 1915, amounting to 
eleven million bales; and 25 per cent less in 
quantity than the 1914 crop, sold at an aver- 
age of 11 cents per pound, basis middling, 
a price which. barely reached the average 
cost of production. 

The 1916 crop of eleven million, four hun- 
dred thousand bales, opened a cents per 
pound in August and advanc } 20 cents 
in November, dropping back to .00 in De- 
cember, making an average of about 47.50 
cents per pound for that crop. 

The crop of 1917, estimated at nearly 
‘11,000,000 bales, opened at 20 cents in Sep- 
tember, advanced to 26 and 28 cenis in Octo- 
ber-November, and reached the high-water 
mark of 32 cents during the first week in 
January, 1918; the average price far be- 
ing from 27 to 28 cents per pound. 

It must be borne in mind-also. 
last three crops were considerah|) 
average normal crop, so much so, 
as there was only produced in 
out the world, 18,363,000 bales, the consump- 
tion of raw cotton for the year ending July 
31, 1917, amounted to 20,180,000 bales, near- 
ly 2,000,000 bales more than production, which 
practically wiped out the large surplus care 
ried over from the big crop of 1°14. 


Increasing Cost of Production. 

Another established and important fact 
to be noted is, that the prices of labor, farm 
implements, provisions, clothing, mules and 
fertilizers, those essentials necessary in the 
production of cotton, began to materially ad- 
vance in 1916, and went up in price by leaps 
and bounds during 1917. prices still 
soaring for these commodities in 1918. 

I now venture the assertion without fear 
of successful contradiction from any souree, 
that a vast majority of the rea! cotton grow- 
ers in the south are just about 
from their heavy losses on the 
and 1915. 


Moreover, it costs more than twice as 
much now to produce a pound of cotton than 
it did in 1914, hence, at an average price 
of 30 cents to the farmer, it cannot more 
than pay the cost of production with a very 
moderate profit to the grower. ‘, 

And in order to make a profit even at 
present prices the grower must pgogice the 
supplies of food necessary for mar“gnd ani- 
mals on his farm. The cotton gréwer who 
undertakes to buy food supplies with which 
to grow an extensive acreage of cotton at 
even 30 cents per pound will go broke him- 
self or break the furnisher of such a system. 

I.am a practical] cotton farmer. operating 
@ good-size plantation of both wages and 
tenant labor. I stay closely at home and 
look carefully after every detail of the busi- 
ness and keep an itemized set of books show- 
ing the entire cost of operation and income 
from every department of the farm. The 
yield of cotton per plow for the past three 
years has been low, while the cost of pro- 
duction has been correspondingly greatly 
increased. 

Hence, I contend that all this 
north about cotton farmers who 
duce the crop as rolling in wealth be- 
cause of present cotton prices, is all rot, and 
only advertises to those who are in position 
to know the true~-status of affairs, their 
perfect ignorance of the subject they are 
discussing. 

I have contended for twenty years that 
the cotton growers of the south ought to 
be the richest fermers of tiie nation, and 
they would be,if the proper and sensible di- 
versified system of agriculture were pursued, 
and through effective business co-operation 
the staple wes each year marketed for its 
real intrinsic value to the mills. 

But they are today the poorest farmers 
financially. on an average. of other farmers 
of the nation. wes 

Closing the Cotton Exchanges. 

The present suggestive efforts to close 
the large cotton exchanges in this country 
is but another scheme to further demoralize 
and depress the price of spot cotton, No 
man has worked harder in the past to outlaw 
the evils of “bucket shops” through state

Conditions as to congestion of in- 
bound freight at the recefving depots 
of the various railroads running into 
Atlanta, show a marked improvement 
over conditions one week ago. 

The great majority of Atlanta deal- 
ers kept their freight receiving depart- 
ments open until 4 o’clock Monday 
afternoon. This was in order to co- 
operate with the administration in ef- 
forts to relieve the transportation prob- 
lem for which the “heatless” Monday 
plan was largely devised. 

There are still large numbers of un- 
loaded cars lying in the local yards 
and the depot platforms are carrying 
a fairly heavy toad of shipments wait- 
ing removal by the consignees. ‘The 
vast improvement shown by the local 


consignees in general, however, in the 
matter of prompt removal of. their 


congested condition which at one time 
it was feared would prove serious 
enough to necessitate an embargo on 
shipments into the city. 

The Atlanta Joint Terminals, a week 
ago probably the worst crowded of any, 
is in much better condition now. While 
the platforms are pretty well filled, 
and. consignees, must on mo account 
relax in their efforts to remove ship- 
ments promptly upon arrival, the work 
done during the past week has made 
a distinct change in. the situation. 

It is reported from the freight. depot 
of A. & W. P. railroad at the Joint 
Terminals that there are probably 150 
carloads of goods awaiting removal 
there. How long some of this consign- 
ments have been lying at the depot is 
impossible to state, but a number of 
them have been there for a number of 
days at least.

AROUND SICK SOLDIERS 


Gen. Wright Tells How Men 
Were Neglected at Camp 
Doniphan. 


Camp Doniphan, Okla, January 29.— 
Blame was placed indirectly at the 
door of the American public for inef- 
ficient army hospitals, in a statement 
by Brigadier General William  H. 
Wright, commanding Camp Doniphan 
He condemned pacifists and “others who 
obstruct the war department's program 
for preparedness.” 

His statement was the outgrowth of 
the case of Albert Hestwood, a private 


of Liberal, Kans., who died of spinal 
meningitis under circumstances de- 
Scribed as tragic by United States Sen- 


/ator Chamberlain. 


General Wright stated that he had 
ordered a rigid investigation. 

“We are attempting to hold out no 
facts,” he said, “which the public 
should know.” 

“The public is tndirectly to blame 
by not having demanded these things 
of congress,” he declared, when asked 
who was to blame for the failure to 
complete plumbing in‘ the hospital. 

‘The nation was caught unprepared for 
war. 

“The army was forced to expand 
from less than 150,000 men to ten times 
that number end in the process of ex- 
pansion inefficiency was bound to be 
found in all departments and the result 
of that inefficiency we see right here 
in the Camp Doniphan base hospitals.

Savannah, Ga, January 2%.—The po- 
sition of the negro members of the 
Methodist Unification Commission, in 
session in Savannah, has come to the 
surfacé in a statement made by Rev. 
Dr. Robert R. Jones, editor of a negro 
paper, New Orleans. In addressing 
the cdgamission in one of the discus- 
sions of the knotty negro question, Dr.

Income and Excess Profits Paid: 
Into the U. S. Treasury 
$60,950,364. 


New York, January 29.—The United 
States Steel corporation paid to the 
federal government more than half its 
earnings in the final quarter of 1917, 
according to a statement of the cor- 
poration issued today. 

Total earnings for that period 
amounted to $59,724,125, after making 
allowance for $60,950,364 paid into the 
government treasury as war income 


and excess profits. Net income for 
the final quarter was $48,035,344 and 
surplus for the same period amounted 
to $16,265,272. — 

This compares with total earnings 
of $68,243,784, net income of $55,245,371; 
and surplus of $21,824,554 for the pre- 
vious quarter. 

In keeping with expectations the di- 
rectors declared an “extra” dividend of 
three per cent on the common stock, 
in addition to the regular common div- 
idend of 1% and preferred of 1%. 

Including Red Cross dividend of 
one per cent Voted in the second quar- 
ter, total disbursements on the com- 
mon shares for 1917 amounted to 18 
per cent. 

Total earnings for 1917 amounted to 
$331,668,131, after charging off $212,- 
467,249 to government taxes, etc. It is 
expected this amount will be increas- 
ed to $235,000,000 when final returns 

‘e made to Washington. 

In 1916, when no appropriations 
were made for war income and excess 
profits, the corporation's total earn- 
ings were $342,997,092. 

The statement for the last quarter 
of 1917 also shows that $55,000,000 has 
been appropriated for expenditures 
made and to be made, inchuding new 
Plants and construction, The balance 
of surplus for the year amounting to 
$52,766,021, compares with a net bal- 
ance of $90,681,962 reported in the final 
quarter of 1916, 

Analyzing the fourth quarter of 1917 
by months, December shows a. falling 
off of business as against November, 
while November shows a decrease of 
almost $2,000,000 from the October op- 
erations, 

Chairman Gary stated that the cor- 
poration has no new financing in con- 
templation and that its liquid assets 
are more than sufficient to meet all 
requirements. .

Although cold waves have been roll- | 


ing over Atlanta this winter with the 
regularity of the surf at Tybee beach, 


mark, or at least is being badly de- 
layed. A cold wave was headed this 
way last Saturday, fresh from the 
frigid northwest, and warnings were 
published broadcast so people would 
have time to turn off the water and 
put an extra blanket on the bed. But 
these precautions were alinnecessary. 
The temperature remained well above 
the freezing point, reaching 58 de- 
grees at 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
and there was a mild and balmy breeze 
from the west, blowing only 8 miles 
an hour. Fair weather is the forecast 
for today. 

If any disappointment was felt by 
the non-appearance of the cold wave, 
all evidence of such emotion was con- 
cealed by the general public. 

The official weather bulletin, issued 
Tuesday afternoon, says: “The cold 
wave is being further delayed by the 
slight barometric depression which 
was central Monday Over the Ohio vai- 
ley, but which extended Tuesday morn- 
ing, as a trough of low pressure over 
Georgia, Alabama and the Carolinas. 
On the southeast side, that is over 
southern Alabama, most of Georgia 
and South Carolina, the weather re- 
mains quite warm, while on the north- 
west side it continues very cold.”

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In Twelve Months of Ruth- 
less Warfare—Loss.of Life 
Caused Was More Than 
300 Persons. i 


New York, January 29.——In the twelve 
months of unrestricted warfare launch- 
ed against American and allied. ship- 
ping by Germany one year ago Friday, 
there have been sunk by submarines, 
mines and raiders 69 American vessels, 
totalling 171,061 gross tons, according 
to'a careful compilation of records of 
sinkings which have been made pwoblic 
during the period. 

Offsetting this loss of American ves- 
sels, most of which were sailing ships, 
the United States since February 1 has 
added to her merchant marine by the 
seizure of former German and Austrian- 
owned ships, a total of 107 vessels hav- 
ing a gross tonnage of 686,404, leaving 
on the'‘credit side of the American 
ledger in the account with the central 
powers, a net gain of 516,433 gross tons. 
The loss of life caused by the sinking 
of the 69 American ships was more than 
300 persona, however. 

Pereentage of Sinkings Small. 

The percentage of sinkings of Amer- 
ican ships compared with the number 
of vessels which have sailed through 
the war zone successfully is small. Rec- 
erds of the department of commerce 
show that for the period beginning 
with February 1, 1917, and ending with 
December 1, there were cleared from 
American ports in the foreign trade 
ships aggregating 17,738,900 net, or ap- 
proximately 24,834,460 gross tons. The 
number of ships making up the total 
of tons was not made public by the de- 
partment. 

Further offsetting the loss of ton- 
mage occasioned by the submarine war- 
fare, the United States, through the 
shipping board requisitioned in Ameri- 
can shipyards 426 vessels, totalling more 
than 2,000,000 gross tons, and contracts 
have been awarded for 884 ships, a 
large number of which are under way 
and are being rushed to completion. In 
addition, the shipping board on October 


15 last placed under government requi- 
sition 893 American vessels of over 
2.500 tons dead weight capacity, which 
were already afloat and immediately 
assigned them to the task of carrying 
supplies for the allies and the Ameri- 
ean forces abroad. 

Included in these requisitioned ves- 
sels were 21 ships in the Great Lakes 
trade and in addition there were com-

Meepatiring Seized German Ships.

There were 81 deaths in the national 
guard camps compared with 66 the 
preceding week.

Camp Wheeler, Ga., showed the high- 
est non-effective and admission rates 
of all national guard camps, although 
both rates were below those of the 
preceding week for’ that camp.
